[Bankipur) of the 30th September says :— 

ahs Se oe There is no possibility of loss but gain from 
national debt. Almost all the States in Europe have national debt. As. how- 
ever, the people of these States belong to the same race and creed there is no 
danger to them from such debts, but Turkey will have to pay dearly for 
imitating the European nations. Turkey and the young Turks will soon 
realise the evil consequences of giving up their religion. Ifa people want 
to regenerate themselves by following a different religion it is no regeneration 
at all. 

2. Referring to a telegram sent by two spiritual leaders—Md. Kazim 

5 Khorasani and Abdullah Mazendrani—to the 
eee National Assembly for taking immediate steps for 

the expulsion of the Russian troops, the boycotting of Russian goods and 
for replying to the memorandum submitted by the Powers to the Cabinet 
for granting certain concessions to them the Namai Mugaddas Hablul Matin 

[Calcutta] of the 8rd October writes :— 

The message shows that the spiritual leaders have not left unconsidered 
the ins and outs of politics. The late Cabinet could not carry out the 
above plan for want of unity among the members and a few obstacies in 
their path. The new Cabinet has now been ordered to take steps which might 
lead to the expulsion of the Russian troops and the boycotting of Russian 
goods. It is not as yet known whether the Cabinet has or has not given any 
reply to the memorandum submitted by the Powers to it asking for 
certain concessions to them. It is evident that the spiritual leaders, the 
members of the Assembly and the people cannot ignore a question which 
seriously affects the independence of their fatherland. It seems probable 
that this Cabinet too will disappoint the spiritual leaders and the people as 
regards the expulsion of the Russian troops as the matter has not even now 
assumed a practical shape. The delay only strengthens the foreigners in 
the country and makes the people anxious and impatient as to the result. 
The difficulties go on increasing, and the members of the Parliament are made 
detestable and untrustworthy in the eyes of the people. We request the 
spiritual leaders to make pressing demands on the Cabinet for the expulsion 
of the Russian troops. We ask the ministers too to give up their posts if 
they find themselves unequal to the task of expelling the enemies from the 
country and to leave the people alone to defend their own independence. 

* * * 

Continuing, the paper points out the various causes that have tended to 
throw Persia into the hands of the foreigners such as want of patriotism, 
selfishness, party spirit and self-aggrandisement, etc., in the ministers and 
the leaders, and says that it is the ministers who will be responsible for Persia’s 
going under the foreign yoke, for the people have not at all hesitated to 
sacrifice their life for the defence of their country and religion. The leaders 
should therefore display foresight, and having considered the consequences 
of the encroachments of the enemies and their own indolence should have 
recourse to the last means which wisdom and policy may suggest before the 
case, becomes passed ull remedy and every trace of Persia with its people is 
wiped out from the face of the earth. 

The national and the religious spirit which the Persiuns displayed for the 
last three years is dying away day by day. 

From her present proceedings Russia seems to have made herself sure of 
the destruction of the national spirit in the Persians, and is afraid only of 
their religious spirit the destruction of which she has now made her main 
object. Hence it is that after all these excesses she has extended her hand to 
bring the learned men within her grasp with a view to know if any religious 
spirit is yet left in the otherwise spiritless Persians, : 

If the leaders and the ministers do not move and do what is enjoined 


by Islam nothing but a name will be left of Persia, and the Musalmans will

Our in- 
activity at this crisis is fatal to our country and religion; for Russia will never 
give up her intentions when shé finds us silent, but her encrodchmeit will g0 
on increasing day after day. If the people and the Government join hands 
for driving the enemies out of thé country tlieir efforts are sure to be ‘crowned 
with success. By this movement the Persians will extort praise from the 
Europeans and secure their help and support. : 
After these five years’ expérience there should be no doubt as to the 
intentions of Russia and England towards Persia. These enemies have done 
all in their power one by her active interference and the other by connivance 
to destroy our liberty. Russia will never desist from creating mischief 
and disorder in the country till she finds a strong opposition against her. 
What can be more foolish than remaining silent when we know that Russia is 
our bitterest enemy? Russia's presence in Persia is intended for nothing but 
its conquest, and allowing her to remain in the country is simply bringing up 
a cobra in the pocket. . N ) 
There should be no confidence in the diplomats. Russian diplomatists gave 
us promises of withdrawing their troops but in vain. They pacify us with 
this promise when they find any agitation among us,’ and we, fools, while we 
have lost everything still believe them. Russia has’ been attempting to 
conquer Persia from a very long time, and her object in this direction may be 
traced back to a clause in Peter the Great’s will on which turns the entire 
policy of Russia. In obedience to this will she has conquered Poland and 
Turkistan, and is following the same policy in Persia that she did to conquer 
the above two. All the differences between the people, the ministers and the 
representatives are due to Russia’s tricks. ‘We are mére puppets in the hands of 
the Russians. We fight with one another at their instigation because we are 
ignorant of their real motives. | 


If we do not want to have our country involved in debt, if disgrace and 
shamelesshess are not acceptable to us, we should sacrifice our life and should not 
leave out country to be trampled down by the enemy. We shall not surrender 
our country as long as there is life in us, and shall not make ourselves an object 
of curse to the pour gat 5 Success 1s ours if we do our best and become martyrs 
for our country and religion. | . | 

We the Persians who are going to lose our country and religion should 
find out the means of defending our religion and independence of our father- 
land. We suggest the following means for the Persians:— 


(1) Boycotting Russian goods.—This can easily be effected if the spiritual 
leaders who exercise a great influence in Persia forbid the buying and selling 
of the merchandise of Russia which will thus be compelled by the Toss she wil 
have to suffer to concede to Persia’s proposals and withdraw her soldiers. 


A recent telegraph says that in some of the provinces of Persia the use 
of the Russian sugar-candy has been declared as religiously forbidden an 
this has greatly perturbed Russia. This is a hopeful news for the patriots 
but it is not all. Meetings and conferences should be held in every province, 
and declarations made for permanently boycotting every kind of Russian 
goods. The benefits to be derived from such a measure should be clearly 
explained to the public, and those who use Russian goods should be excom- 
municated as the enemies of the country and religion. 
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2) Internal loan.—The advancement of loan depends on two conditions : 
(1) ' ae anak @ the people and the appoiitment of a European 
financier with whom every, one cn deposit whatever he can; (2) spending the 
money thus raiged in forming the Military Department,” 

Every Persian should come forward to avail himself of this opportunity 
and i advance loans to the Government for the protection “of their 
religion and 4 of their fatherland, for saving their brothers and 
sisters from becoming mere prisoners in the hands of the enemies.

Meetings should be held and clubs started at every important centre and 
facilities should be provided for instantaneous communication between them so 
that a united voice may be raised against the excesses of Russia and England 
and others at one and the same time from all quarters. 

8. Referring to the appointment, of Aga Nasirul Mamalek to the regent- 

Nasiral Mulk ship the Namai Mugaddas Hablui Matin [Calcutta] 
2 g of the 3rd October says :— 

The era of peace and progress has now begun in Persia under the leader- 
ship of Nasirul Mulk who is distingnished for the possession of those 
excellences which can scarcely be found in any other regent every one of 
whom enjoys absolute power. 8 

Nasirul Mulk is one of the most learned men in Persia and is, in the 
opinion of the European newspapers, well qualified for a seat in the Cabinet 
of any one of the European Powers. He is an object of universal confidence 
and has no enemy as he is entirely above the accusation of selfishness and party 
spirit or partiality to any one of the neighbouring powers. All the learnedmen, 
specially the spiritual leaders are satisfied with him and people will follow him 
in every matter. Notwithstanding his western culture he has not forgotten his 
native customs and manners. He is sincerely pious and is an eloquent speaker 
and a great writer. The virtues of patriotism and unselfishness are full 
present in him. Hence there is no one in the country whether a Bakhtiari, 
a Kachari or a Caucasian who would oppose him or think if humiliating to 
obey him. No minister either of internal or of foreign affairs can claim 
superiority to him in knowledge. He is a lover of his country and. defender 
of its independence. Hence Russia, Germany, Turkey and England cannot 
charge him with partiality to any one of them. 

The paper congratulates the Persians on this happy selection and asks 
them to support and co-operate with Nasirul Mulk with full confidence in him. 
If the people and the spiritual leaders agree with him in his ideas, with such 
a man as regent, the expulsion of the foreign troops, the arrangements for 
internal loans, the appointment of foreign advisers, the management of the 
departments, the establishment of order in the provinces and the formation of 
the necessary army can be effected with great ease and dispatch. The 
Persians have so much confidence in him that having him as their surety they 
will advance any amount of loan they can. It is also believed that in cases 
of emergency he will raise loans on low, interest and simple terms. 

The paper believes that in the present state of Persia Nasirul Mulk will 
render better service to his country than could be rendered by Taki Khan, 
Midhat Pasha, Bismarck or Lord. A 

The neighbours, when disliked by a people, try to bring its good man to 
odium by extraordinary encomiums in order to show that he is either following 


their directions or that they are supporters of his measures. Persians are, 
however, warned against entertaining any such evil impression against Nasirul 


Mulk for he never went and will never go out of the path of Persian independ- 
ence. It is expected that he will follow a policy specially suited to the present 
state of Persia. ‘ 

We shall regard the sympathies shown by the English newspapers for 
Nasirul Mulk as sincere only when we find them not against his good name both 


in his internal and foreign administration, for Nasirul Mulk’s great fame rests.

At this Puja season, an Anglo-Indian extremist organ has not serupled to write 
an insulting article touching upon the most sacred practices of the Hindus of 
these provinces. Technically it,is not libellous of any person, and no indivi- 
dual can take action against the libeller. But the entire community is sought to 
be insulted, because a lady, who has distinguished herself as a writer of fiction, 
has chosen to say certain things. Hinduism is so vast a thing, its beliefs and 
practices so various, the knowledge possessed of these by foreigners so infini- 
tesimal, that a journal, conducted in this country by foreigners for the benefit 
of foreigners, might well have refrained from dealing with the mysteries of 
the Kali Puja. But the fact is, we have fallen on evil times, and we have no 
remedy against these libellers. We venture to say that the Government is 
committing a grave error in permitting these irresponsible scribblers, without 
knowledge and without any sense of responsibi ty to run amok in this 
fashion. We say emphatically that for an Anglo-Indian paper to suggest that 
every Brahmim is a potential murderer—and a potential murderer by religious 
instinct and the compulsion of religious practice—is monstrous, and we ask the 
Government to take steps to muzzle these libellers.”
